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The trial of 
Manford 
Stevens, 
charged with

and battery 
with intent to kill 
George Hoffman 
was rapidly drawing to a close this 
afternoon in circuit cqprt. 
It was 
expected the case would go to the 
jury late this afternoon or tomorrow 
morning. 
The other aide of the controversy 
•—that of the 
defendant—-was pre­ 
sented to the jury today. Testimony 
showed 
that 
Hoffman 
had1 been 
warned many times to stay away 
from the 
Stevens home 
in Noble 
township. The defense also brought 
out that Hoffman himself had made 
threats against 
the Stevens broth­ 
ers—Omar and Manford. 
The most 
startling bit of testimony along this 
line came from James Halstead. 
Halstead declared that on one oc­ 
casion while talking with Hoffman, 
Hoffman 
told him 
that nothing 
would give him greater pleasure or 
Satisfaction than to kill the 
Ste­ 
vens brothers. 
His statement was 
severely attacked on cross-examin­ 
ation, but nothing apparently was 
gained. 
Halstead stuck 
to his or­ 
iginal statement that Hoffman 
had 
threatened the Stevens brothers. 
Numerous 
witnesses 
testified as 
to Manford Stevens’ reputation for 
peace and quietude, 
all declaring 
that it was good. 
These witnesses, 
for the most part, were prominent 
farmers of Noble township, 
neigh­ 
bors of Mr. Stevens. 
Omar Stevens, 
who 
is 
charged 
jointly in the 
affidavit 
with 
his 
brother Man ford, but who will be 
tried later, testified in his brother’s 
behalf this 
morning. 
It 
was 
re­ 
lated bow he was notified while in 
Rushville that Hoffman was at his 
home trying to break in and that he 
hurried home to see what the trouble 
was. 
He declared that he did 
not 
jerk the side curtains from the au­ 
tomobile in which Hoffman made the 
trip there in but merely looked 
through the curtain. 
Mr. Stevens denied absolutely of 
having struck Hoffman and declared 
that he did not see his brother Man­ 
ford hit him. 
He declared that the 
first he saw of Manford was when 
Manford was cranking the machine 
as Hoffman was preparing to leave. 
Mr. Stevens made a complete denial 
of ever striking Hoffman, 
but ad 
mitted having warned him 
to stay

warranted it. 
The same thing ap­ 
plied to any decrease in price, the 
city to be given the advantage. Thq 
Indianapolis Electrical Supply Com­ 
pany was 
the only bidder.

firm was also give» the meter con­ 
tract at last year’s prices’ subject 
to change any time. 
Three firms bid 
on the oil 
and 
grease contracts and the Moore Oil 
company was accepted becapse their 
bid was the lowest. 
Engine oil • isj

Under the leadership of Eli Kin­ 
ney, Rush county’s first members of 
the new national 
army left 
this 
morning at 
7 :10 o’clock over the 
Pennsylvania 
railway 
for 
Camp 
Taylor, 
Louisville, 
Kentucky. 
A 
crowd of several 
hundred 
people 
gathered at 
the depot to 
see the 
boys off. In addition to Kinney, the 
party was composed of James Jor-. 
don of this city, Noland ' Hood of 
New Salem and Arthur Grigsby of 
Richland. 
The four, boys represent five per 
cent of the 
county’s quota af 66 
men. All were anxious to enter the 
training camp and were in fine spir­ 
its as tftey entrained. -On the -same 
train with the local boys were two 
members of the new army from Cam­ 
bridge City. Thé date of enlistment 
started from yesterday, the time the 
men reported for instruction at the 
clerk’s office. 
Dora Stuttle, who was originally 
scheduled to make the trip with the 
first increment, telephoned the local 
board late last evening that he was 
expecting to go, but was told by the 
board that other arrangements had 
been made. Grigsby was picked up 
at the last minute and volunteered 
to go. 
The board believed it would 
not be treating Grigsby fairly to turn 
him down after promising him he 
^ouid go so told Btu-ttle he would 
have to wait for the second, call on 
September 19. 
Stuttle was in Car­ 
thage and failed to get the notice to 
report at the office of the board for 
instructions. 
This accounts for his 
losing out on the first trip to the 
camp. 
Acting under instructions from the 
provost marshal general, the local 
board had a lunch prepared for the 
four men from here and this was 
given them just before the start to 
camp. 
All of the boys spent last 
night at their homes and reported at 
the clerk’s office this morning 
at 
6:25. As the boys arrived in Louis­ 
ville at 11:30 o'clock it was not nec­ 
essary to issue meal tickets as they 
had the lunch, which was prepared 
by a local restaurant. 
On arriving in Louisville the boys 
were met by army officers who gave 
them directions to reach camp. 
A 
delegation of army officers was as­ 
signed to each depot for this par­ 
ticular purpose. 
The local board has received no 
further word from the district board. 
Neither has the loc^l appeal agent, A. 
L. Gary. 
The second increment is 
scheduled to leave for Louisville on 
September 19. On this date 26 Rush 
county young men will enter the ser­ 
vice of their country. This twenty- 
six represents 40 per 
cent of the 
county’s quota. The locbl board be­ 
lieves the district board will have to 
speed up its work if the local board 
is to be ready jn time to send the 
men on the date set.

Save Beans and Peas for Seed 
“Don’t forget t*o save beans 
and 
peas out of your surplus for 
the 
planting next spring,“ is the advice 
which seed 
exiperts 
of 
the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture are send­ 
ing to home gardeners and 
market 
gardeners in Indiana. 
“Many market 
gardeners 
have 
beans or peas which they find it un­ 
profitable to consume or to sell 
in 
the 
green 
state 
at 
the 
present 
time,“ declares 
a Department 
ex­ 
pert. “They want to use the ground 
for later planting and 
there is 
a 
temptation to plow under the whole 
crop. 
This, however, should not be 
done. 
It is better to save the crop 
provided the stock 
is satisfactory, 
as it can be used for seed next 
year. 
Beans pr peas in quantities 
beyond what is needed for seed can 
be used for food.“ 
It is not difficult to handle and 
cure the vines
